editor of the San Ft .iucisco Bulletin, 


who took the stand yesterday for the 
defense in the bribery frial of Clar­ 
ence S. Darrow'. 
The introduction of this testimony 
was permitted by Judge Hutlon on 
the showing of the defense that it 
would prove a lack of motive on the 
part of Darrow for the bribing of 
Juror George N. T.ockwood. 
The original agreement, as outlined 
by Older, contemplated the p'eading 
of guilty by .Tames B. McNamara and 
the fixing of hfs punishment at life 
imprisonment. 
For this the prose­ 
cution not only was to disnpss all 
other case.s growing out of the dyna­ 
miting of the Tx)s Angeles Times | 
building. Including that of John J. 
.McNamara, Out to destroy a ’.' evi­ 
dence in possession of the p''csecu- 
tion. 
Another clause in the agree­ 
ment was that representatives of Ixis j 
Angeles capital were to recognize the 
labor unions. 
The question had arisen, witness 
said, of th^ unwillingness of District 
Attorney Fredericks to conspnt to 
the dismissal of the charge r.gainst 
John .1. McNamara and it had been 
agreeil by Darrow* that if the prosecu­ 
tion 
insisted 
upon it, “J. J.” also 
would be thrown to the wolves rather 
than continue the trial. 
Just before adjournment. Juror M. 
R. Williams asked tho witness: “Did 
you know* at that time that the Mc­ 
Namaras were guilty?” 
“ Well, I hat no definite or legal 
knowledge that they were, hut I as­ 
sumed so,’’ was the reply. Here Juror 
L. A. lioavitt broke in. 
“What did 
you mean by throwing .L J. to the 
wolves?” asked the juror 
“Did you 
roenmrnend that t»ne go free and the 
other be punished, 
knowing 
both 
were guilty?” 
The witness explained his attitude 
by saying tha he did not believe in 
the doctrine of “An eye for an eye 
and a tooth fo»* a tooth.” He thought 
justice could be done without taking 
any more human life. 
Summoned to Ixis Angeles by a tel­ 
egram from Darrow and IJnroln Stef­ 
fens, tbe magazine writer. Older, said 
ihat on his arrival November 23 of 
last year he w*as apprised by Stef­ 
fens of the plan uiion which tho latter 
w’as working with prominent employ­ 
ers and citizens of Tx)s Angeles for a 
truce between lalnir and capital. 
At 
a conference with Darrow and Stef­ 
fens, the witness said, he was shown 
a memorandum of agreement by the 
authm. 
There was a hitch in the plan, ac­ 
cording to Older, and Harry Ghand- 
ler. a son-in-law’ of (Jen. H. G. Otis, 
owner of the Los 
Angeles 
'!”imes, 
went to District Attorney Fredericks 
to gain the latter’s consent 
to 
the 
agreement. 
After 
this 
conference, 
.Mr. Darrow informed Older that Fred­ 
ericks would not agree to any plan 
by which .T. J McNamara could es­ 
cape punishment. 
“I contended,” continued tbe wit­ 
ness, whose examination 
was 
con­ 
ducted by Darrow, “that Mr. Darrow’ 
would be mis’inderstood by libor if 
he agreed to the proposition.” 
“What 
was 
my attitude?” asked 
Darrow. 
“Well, you declared that you were 
enqdoNed to save the lives of these 
men and that this 
personal 
issue 
should not be raised.” 
The witness said that at this time 
he was told nothing had been said to 
the MY'Namaia brothers abou.. tlie 
proposed agreement. 
The relations between Clarerce S. 
Darrow and (1. G. Watt were gone 
into at length by District AHorncy 
Fredericks when Watt resumed the 
stand for cross-examination 
in 
the 
Darrow' bribery trial trwiay. 
The witness professed the highest 
regard for the defendant and acknowl­ 
edged that he had taken advantage of 
the opportunity to do him a service 
when thrown accidentally into the 
company of Bert H. Franklin. 
Watt testified that Franklin said in 
his presence that the proseeulion of 
Darrow was undertaken with the oh- 
u'ct of involving 
Samuel 
Gompers, 
president of ihe American Federation 
of Labor.
